PENMT POSTAGE. 


Exptrinoe of F*orty Tean 


Kevtewed. 


Apropos of Mr. Elaine's cheaper 


postage movement, it may be re- 
oalled that the forty-first anniversa- 
ry of the establishment of penny 
postage in England recently oc- 
curred. To send a letter at a cost 
of a penny or a pofltoard at a half- 
penny from one end of the kingdom 
to the other is snch a very common 
thing that no one now thinks any- 
thing about it; but if it were possi- 
ble to eo back for a single day ty 
the old plan, whereby a boy at 
school would hnve to pay say ten- 
pence or a shilling for the privilege 
of communicating with his parents 
or friends, what a consternation it 
would create. Of course everyone 
knows that Sir Rowland Hill (who 
died a year and a half ago at the 
age of 84) was the originator of the 
"penny" system. He had immense 
opposition to coqtend against, but 
he overcame it, and how the aystep 
has grown is evidenced by the tapt 
that for the last year for which re- 
turns have been published tbe num- 
ber of "inland" letters, postcards, 
books-packets, and newspapers post- 
ed was 1,586,937,000, showing an 
average of forty-six per head of tbe 
population of the kingdom. As 
showing the results of over-haete 
and carelessness, it may be stated 
that 21,600 letters were posted last 
year without any addrew at all, and 
1,141 of them contained cash and 
bank notes to the amount of £433 
and checks and. bilk for the amount 
of £4,261. Letters to the number 
of 4,500 were stopped because they 
contained objectionable things, man 
as frogs, lizards, insects ana so on, 
and one contained a roarlinspike. 
The post office authorities take a 
rreat deal of trouble in endeavoring 
:o find a person to whom a letter is 
nsufficiently or queerly addressed, 
and there are several officials em- 
ployed at the general post office M> 


ascriptions upon letters. "Ana M., 
Oily white Amshire," is fairly pjafr 
compared with 8019 of the address- 
es, as for instance, "Ash Bedle in 
Snch for John Horsel, grinder in 
;he county of Lestysheer," which 
letter found its way, though, all 
right to Ashby-de-la-Zouch. But 
an epistle for "Uncle John, Hoppo- 
site the Church, London, Hing- 
land," had to be opened, and the 
sender was asked for a more explicit 
direction. 


THE British consul at Shanghai, 


Mr. Davenport, says there is little 
doubt that the dreadful famine 
which has for the last three years 
scourged the north of China may be 
attributed in great measure to the 
spread of poppy cultivation. A very 
large proportion of the available 
ground in that region has been sown 
to this plaut, which is found to be 
more remunerative than any kind 
of grain. Consequently, the grana- 
ries were left unfilled and no provi- 
sions made for a year of drought. 
The consul says unless the growth 
of opium can be cheeked by the gov- 
ernment the evil will' increase, and 
of course another year of drought 
will cause a more terrible famine 
tliaq the \ttst.

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—A heavy fall of 


rain occurred about 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, water to the depth of half an inch 
falling within the space of three hours. 
The cold atmosphere caused the rain to 
congeal on the wires, and loaded them 
so heavily with icicles that a great 
number broke. The telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies and the fire depart- 
ment were troubled a groat deal daring 
the day by fallen wires. The Western 
Union lines for about fiity miles in 
every direction from Chicago were more 
or less damaged, but, by having a large 
force of repairers out, serious interrup- 
tion of business was averted. In some 
portions ot the eity poles carrying large 
numbers of wires were broken, causing 
great inconvenience, especially to the 
telephone companies. About one-third 
of the fire-alarm wirea were useless, and 
extra precautions to gnard against fires 
in isolated districts had to be taken. 
Later in the day the warmer tempera- 
ture caused the ice to melt, and no fur- 
ther trouble ia feared.

The Clinton Register hag a very sen- 


sible item on Printed vs. Posted No- 
tioes, with reference to posting notioet 
for eotnty elections, to the main points 
of which' we respectfully call the at 
tention of the board of supervisors this 
county. 
It costs this county $45.00 to 


post the notices of a county election, 
when it could be published in the pa- 
pers for half the money, and given 
greater publicity. In Douglas county 
the same service costs the county $24, 
each supervisor being allowed $3 for 
posting three notices. 
The same no- 


tices, published in the five county pa- 
pers, would not cost more than $2-1, 
and fifty times more people would read 
it than would tee the posted notice. 
Posted notices are really a remnant of 
the dark agen, when no such thing as a 
newspaper was known. The idea that 
a citizen and a tax-payer should go two 
or three miles, and stop on tho public 
highway to read a posted notice, when 
the same information could be brought 
into his household at the came cost to 
the tax-payers is ridiculous. Every- 
body reads papers now-a-days, and the 
customs of the day should be changed 
to accord with the practice.

The Grand Council opened in due form, 


when Grand Councilor Haworth delivered 
the following 


ANNUAL ADDRESS: 


Officer* and Memlttrt of the Grand Vaan- 


cil of Royal Templari of Ttmptrance 
of the Matt ofJUinoii: 
It is with pleasure that I welcome you 


tu our city. One year ago, at our organi- 
zation, forty-five council* were repotted; 
the present number is sixty-nine, a gain 
of twenty-four new councils in the year. 
I am sorry to say that seven councils have 
been suspended, but hope that most of 
them will be enabled to place themselves 
in good standing, and I now recommend 
that this grand body devise some means 
for raising a fund to defray the expenses 
of sending a competent person to these 
and other weak councils, that a new in- 
ternet may be aroused, and they may be 
helped to regain and hold their place in 
the active list. I would recommend that 
councils pay a per capita tax on all of 
their members, without regard to sex or 
class. I have commissioned 10 grind lec- 
turers; many of them I know to be tal- 
ented men of sterling integrity, and earn- 
est in their desire to increase the order, 
yet the additions which bave been made 
10 the number of councils have been the 
work of two or three. 


Tiie question of optional benefits has 


been agitated throughout the order. This 
I do not favor, out as a substitute I would 
approve of the adoption of half rates, as 
proposed by the Supreme Council. 


Now tbe important question for us to 


consider is: "How shall we Be able to in- 
crease our temperance and beneficiary 
work?" 


I fear that while many of our members 


look upon the order as au excellent 
scheuie.of mutual insurance, they do not 
consider that it is really one of the very 
best temperance organizations in exist- 
ence; as proof of this assertion I quote the 
following from tbe circular issued by the 
Supreme Council: "The binding effectol 
the pledge of total abstincence, backed 
up by the splendid benefit of the order, 
has been fully established by the fact tha' 
less then two hundred have been expelled 
from the order since its organization 
for a 
violation of the pledge. In 


this respect we challenge comparisons 
with any and all temperance orders 
in existence. This fact alone stamps us 
as the most permanent total abstinence 
order iu tbe world. These fact* should 
inspire each member to lake an active in- 
terest in the work and induce them to at- 
tend the meetings, and strive to make 
tbem interesting and pleasant. There 
xbould be ptofrrammes arranged for the 
entertuin.ment of those present; a better 
attendance would be the result, and oth- 
ers would l>e induced to join. Our motto 
ol "Hope, Love and Truth" should be 
more deeply impressed upon our Kinds. 
We can iutuse new life into the work if 
every Royal Templar will remember and 
tuttill tbat part of our obligation in which 
we promised to use our "moral social and 
religious influence for tbe promotion of 
the cause of Temperance, the suppress- 
ion of tbe rum truffle, aud Ibe elevation of 
our race." We Rhould not depend too 
mucb upon others, hut each one should

and lawful ways." 


The benefits to active members are lim- 


ited to $3,000 each in case of death, or 
$1.000 in case of total disability for life. 
Contributors to what is styled the "Ladies- 
Mutual Aid Fund," in case of death re- 
ceive $1,000; or $500 in case of total 
disability. 


Altogether there will be about 75 dele-
